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The Devil’s Glen is beautifully situated about three 
and a half miles from Rathnew. Through it runs the 
River Vartry, which at the top end of the Glen forms a 
beautiful cascade, shown in the picture. The banks of 
the river are richly wooded and are flanked by wild anc * 
picturesque rocks, some of which rise to a height of 400 
feet above the stream. 
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
